Checks Needed

Good intentions frequently are not 
enough when it comes to the type of 
service a public official provides the 
people. History is filled with tyrants 
who began their reigns with the firm 
conviction they knew best how to help 
their fellow countrymen. 
On a lesser scale, lower-echleon pub­ 
lic servants not infrequently find them­ 
selves entwined in a petty bureaucracy 
which had its origins in a desire by 
someone, or a series of someones, to 
make 
more complete the agency’s 
“service to the people.’’ 
The founders of the Republic did not 
trust good intentions. They had little 
more time for self-discipline on the part 
of public officials. That is why the basic 
documents of the land — the Constitu­ 
tion and its Bill of Rights — are con­ 
structed around the idea of outlining to 
the federal structure what it cannot do, 


rather than what it can. 
In connection with continuing revela­ 
tions about federal computer banks, 
and the millions of dossiers they con­ 
tain on American citizens, again it is 
not enough to talk about good inten­ 
tions, as Assistant Attorney General 
William H. Rehnquist did before a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee when he said, “self­ 
discipline on the part of the executive 
branch will provide an answer to prac­ 
tically all of the legitimate complaints 
against excesses of information gather­ 
ing.’’ 
Independent overseers such as the 
General Accounting Office have provid­ 
ed valuable assistance over the years 
in auditing expenditures by the execu­ 
tive departments. A similar approach 
is needed to prevent abuses in the 
mushrooming area of information gath­ 
ering.

The indubitable fact 
is that Cesar Chavez, who could

succeeded in forcing 
compulsory 
unionism on 
the 
vineyards 
by boycotting 
the 
E a s t e r n supermarkets and 
destroying much of the profit 
in raising 
non-union 
table 
grapes. The vineyard owners 
caved 
in 
after 
months 
of 
economic pressure; many of 
t h e m 
signed 
away 
their 
workers’ rights by accepting a 
closed shop arrangement with 
Cesar 
Chavez 
without 
ever 
giving their employees a chance 
to vote their own preferences. 
I first became interested in 
the grape pickers case several 
years ago when a man named 
Jose Mendoza came into 
my 
office in New York City and 
tried 
to explain, 
in 
halting 
English mixed with Spanish, 
that 
the 
members 
of 
the 
Mexican-American 
community 
of Delano, Calif., did not want 
Cesar Chavez to take charge 
of 
their future. 
They 
were 
making 
good 
money 
(an 
average of $2.10 an bour) and 
were receiving good overtime. 
Moreover, many of the workers 
owned 
their own 
homes 
in 
Delano, and could count on 
continued off-season 
work 
in 
pruning 
and 
fertilizing 
the 


v i n e y a r d s . Jose Mendoza 
sounded 
absolutely 
sincere. 
Whether he was loading it on 
for emotional reasons seemed 
beside the point. As a fanatic 
for voluntarism, I could go all 
the way with him in upholding 
the right of any worker to 
choose 
bis 
own 
bargaining 
agent. 
What seemed suspicious to me 
was the strategy employed by 
Cesar Chavez and his “United 
F a r m Workers 
Organizing 
Committee.” They specialized 
in end runs, enlisting the help 
of the more “liberal” clergy in 
communities that were miles 
away from the 
San Joaquin 
Valley and playing the game 
of “‘radical chic” by going into 
such 
rich 
communities 
as 
Southampton, 
Long 
Island, 
where 
Andrew 
Stein, 
Ethel 
K e n n e d y , 
Anne 
Uzielli, 
Charlotte Ford Nlarchos and ex­ 
track star Rater Johnson put 
the 
bee on “women in 
silk 
pajamas and men in brightly 
colored pants” (the New York 
Times description of the guests) 
for funds for Chavez’s scared 
“causa.” 
As one who drives a lot on 
business. I have always picked 
up hitchhikers. 
They 
usually 
have stories that are worth 
listening 
to. 
When 
Chavez 
turned 
to 
picketing the big 
E a s t e r n supermarkets for 
h a n d l i n g 
California table 
grapes, I discovered that a lot 
of the shaggy, beaded kids on 
the 
road 
were 
engaged 
in 
traveling from city to city on 
Chavez’s 
picketing 
business. 
“ I’m a good man in the table 
grape boycotting campaign,” so 


one hiker along the Merritt 
Parkway in Connecticut told me 
w’ben I offered to take him into 
New York City. I didn’t argue 
with him; one finds out more 
w h e n 
one 
remains 
sym­ 
pathetically non-committal. 
Ralph de Toledano’s story of 
how Cesar Chavez put over his 
union in California without ever 
getting or even permitting a 
voluntary expression of opinion 
is a devastating commentary to 
o u r 
supposed 
democracy. 
Personally, if any one wants a 
union I am all for letting bim 
h a v e 
it. 
However, 
the 
agreement that Chavez has with 
the 
vineyard 
owners 
is 
a 
profoundly 
anti-democratic 
document. Mr. de Toledano says 
the “hiring hall” is embodied 
in the contract. That means that 
workers do not go to the em­ 
ployer for their jobs; they go 
to the union, which remains the 
judge of their qualifications. In 
effect this gaurantees 
Chavez 
a 
closed 
shop. 
which 
is 
something that is illegal under 
the National Labor Relations 
Act insofar as factory labor is 
concerned. 
Well, 
it’s all spilled 
milk. 
Chavez bas won by playing the 
“ s o c i a l 
game” with 
the 
“liberal” upper class opinion 
makers. But 
has 
he really 
clinched bis victory for good? 
TTie courts may say otherwise. 
And it is important that Mr. 
de Toledano’s story should be 
widely read now that the drive 
is on to unionize farm workers 
everywhere.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. W.: Bouts 
of tonsillitis, or other infections 
that cause a sudden rise in 
fever, may cause a convulsion 
that lasts for a few minutes. 
This is a terrifying sight for 
parents and understandably, a 
cause of great concern. 
The 
likelihood 
is 
great, 
h o w e v e r , that convuli ans 
associated with high fever are 
not due to epilepsy. 
Repeated convulsions without 
high 
fever 
are 
an 
entirely 
different matter. 
Episodes of convulsion with 
high fever rarely cause any 
brain damage. 
Furthermore, there are many 
excellent neurological tests and 
brain-wave 
studies 
that 
can 
differentiate 
between 
early 
epilepsy and the kind of con­ 
vulsion you describe. 
These tests should be done to 
allay your anxiety. Of course, 
the basic infection, the cause 
for high fever, must be treated 
early and actively.

House Reformers See Signs Of Spring Cleaning In Capitol

WASHINGTON (AP) — Out-1 “Things are really changing 
side the massive stone walls of around here.” 
the U.S. House of Representa­ 
tives, forsythia blooms yellow 
in the chill March sun. Inside, 
young reformers see signs of 
another kind of spring. 
They believe the House, for 
years the least democratic and 
most conservative branch of 
Congress, may be shifting to­ 
ward more democracy, more 
activism and a more liberal 
line. 
Reformers see the signs of 
spring everywhere: 
—An astounding turnaround 
vote 
against 
the 
supersonic 
transport plane that one young, 
liberal staff aide called “a 
damned revolution.” 
• 
—A new Speaker, Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma, slowly regaining 
power from entrenched com­ 
mittee chairmen, and willing to 
listen, at least, to reformers, 
liberals and blacks. 
—New members who are in­ 
creasingly 
irreverent 
toward 
old ways of doing things and 
the old men who control most 
of the doing. 
—Quick 
returns 
from 
last 
year’s reforms doing away with 
secret votes on amendments 
and spreading some subcom­ 
mittee chairmanships around to 
younger members. 
The crash of the SST espe­ 
cially cheered young reformers. 


Last year, the SST breezed 
throught the House and its sup­ 
ports had counted on winning 
again. 
A new procedure requiring a 
public roll call on amendments, 
has encouraged the reformers, 
most 
of 
them 
rank-and-file 
members lacking seniority and 
the benefits thereof to hope for 
a rougher go in the future for 
special interest legislation. 
Perhaps even more encour­ 
aging to reformers are some 
- other fundamental but less ob­ 
vious changes in the seniority- 
encrusted House. 
For years the House has been 
run like a collection of mediev­ 
al dukedoms. The speaker has 
been a weak king and the com­ 
mittee chairmen strong dukes 
with their own autonomous fief­ 
doms, 
leaving 
rank-and-file 
members to beg their betters 
for favors. 
Furthermore the rulers have 
been selected, not by election, 
but by a strictly-observed se­ 
niority system. Because of thaf, 
the committee chairmen have 
been able to use, without fear 
of retribution, their power to 
kill legislation by not allowing 
their committees to consider it. 
Now there are signs Albert’s 
power is increasing with rank- 
and-file dissent. The, caucus of 
the majority Democrats nearly 
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u n s e a t e d 
Rep. 
John 
L. 
McMillan, D-S.C., chairman of 
the House District Committee 
who had been feuding with the 
reform bloc on his committee. 
The 98 to 126 vote would have 
been much closer, many feel, if 
word had not gotten out that 
the 
72-year-old 
McMillan in­ 
tends to retire next year. 
More 
important, 
reformers 
believe Albert probably could 
have swung enough votes beat 
McMillan out if he had asked 
for that. 
Thus other chairmen may get 
the message that the caucus is 
ready to back the king against 
an unpopular duke “They will 
know that from now' on they 
can be challenged,” said Rep. 
Jonathan 
Bingham, 
D.N.Y. 
“and if the caucus feels strong­ 
ly that they have done a bad 
job they can be replaced.” 
From the outset, Albert has 
shown less deference to his 
dukes than did Speaker John 
McCormack, who retired last 
year. 
Twice 
Albert 
has 
stopped 
short of pushing for something 
the chairmen wanted. He took 
a neutral stance on the race for 
majority 
leader, 
which 
was 
won by the chairmen’s candi­ 
date, former party Whip Hale 
Boggs of Louisiana. 
And al­ 
though Albert voted for the SST 
he did not tw'ist any arms in its 
behalf. 
Albert’s unseen hand prob­ 
ably was at work, too, when 
committees were expanded to 
make room for younger mem­ 
bers and when some assign­ 


ments were made over objec­ 
tions of chairmen. 
Six liberal Democrats w'ere 
placed on the powerful Appro- 
p r i a t i o n s 
Committee, 
in­ 
furiating 
conservative 
chair­ 
man George Mahon of Texas. 
Two doves. Michael Harrington 
of Massachusetts and Les Aspin 
of Wisconsin, w'ere placed on 
the hawk-laden Armed Services 
Committee even though chair­ 
man F. Edward Hebert of Loui­ 
siana objected to Harrington. 
Though the only farm in his 
district is in the Bronx Zoo 
Rep. Herman Badillo was as­ 
signed tentatively to the Agri­ 
culture Committee. Badillo met 
with Albert and the assignment 
was switched to Education and 
Labor, his first choice. 
“No doubt if I had come 
a l o n g 
in 
the 
days 
of 
McCormack and tried to go 
from Agriculture to Education 
and Labor they would just have 


said ‘no* and forgotten about 
it,” said the New York City 
freshman!. “But Albert is still 
sensitive to the press, and he is 
particularly sensitive to criti­ 
cism.” 
A year ago, Rep. Shirley Chi­ 
sholm of Brooklyn found herself 
in the same position. She too 
won a transfer from Agricul­ 
ture to Education, but only aft­ 
er the leadership turned her 
down and she made a public is­ 
sue of it. 
Opinions differ on whether 
Albert is merely drifting with 
reform currents or setting out 
on a slow but steady course to­ 
ward a new look House. Mis­

Albert for majority leader, and

Edith Herbst rims the Oaks Pre- 
School and Mrs. Edith Crouse

life in the College of Arts and 
Science. 
The first thing both said was 
to avoid taking young children 
shopping. Let Daddy or a neigh­ 
bor baby-sit. But in the case 
of

they 
admitted it’s often impossible to 
shop alone. 
Mrs. Herbst 
offers 
three 
general rules: 
1. Talk to your child before 
going shopping, telling him the 
purpose of the trip. 
2. Give the child a part in 
the trip by asking him to choose 
certain items. 
3. Don’t let yourself get upset 
by a child's naturally buoyant 
behavior. 
Mrs. Crouse has six pointers: 
I. Limit the time of an ex 
cursion. The lodger you’re out 


the more trouble you’re asking 
for. “ Mothers abuse their own 
children. They’ll keep a child 
out a long time, it’s hot, the 
baby's diapers need changing 
and he gets hungry. No wonder 
the child starts fussing.” she 
added. 
2. Pick a good time for you 
and the child to shop. Take the 
child when he’s alert, eager and 
inquisitive. 
Mothers often

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
The former president of Case 
Western 
Reserve 
University

The action alleges the com­

to secure power over the price 
of said products.” 
It charges further the com­ 
panies

Army Can Cancel TV Ads 


In Case Of More Fighting 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army has the option of cancel­ 
ing on 24-hour notice its $10.6 
million 
prime-time 
recruiting 
campaign if the Vietnam fight­ 
ing escalates or if the United 
States becomes involved in an­ 
other war elsewhere. 
The escape clause is written 
into contracts with the nation’s 
three major television networks 


and more than 1,200 radio sta­ 
tions carrying the Army’s soft 
sell recruiting message. 
Known on Madison Avenue as 
a catastrophe or strike clause, 
“it gives the Army protection 
in case something drastic hap­ 
pens,” explained Don Reath, 
spokesman for NAV. Ayre & 
Son, 
the 
Army’s 
advertising 
agency. 
Airlines use a similar clause 
to pull their ads from news­ 
papers and broadcast stations 
on short notice should one of 
their planes crash. 
“It s just good sense,” said 
Reath. “If something drastic 
happens, you want your money 
back.” 
In the Army’s case, the con­ 
tract provides cancellation of 
the 
13-week 
advertising 
pro­ 
gram “upon 24 hours” notice in 
the event of the involvement of 
U.S. armed forces in a military 
engagement in foreign territory 
other 
than 
the 
present 
in­ 
volvement in Indochina or in 
the event of a significant esca­ 
lation 
of

in­ 
volvement.” 
An Army spokesman said the 
escape clause is based on the 
assumption that an all-volun­ 
teer force “will go out the win­ 
dow” if the United States mobi­ 
lizes for another war.

(A P) — No 
one took particular notice of 
the deck of 515 cards that had 
spilled out of tile computer at 
Information 
Systems 
Design, 
Corp. here. 


After all, the computer lives 
on the 7-by3 inch cards. They 
are the key to its eectronic s e ­ 
crets. 


Routinely, a courier took the 
cards to an ISO customer, the 
Shell 
Development Corp., 
be­ 
cause they carried a notation 
from 
the computer indicating 
| that Shell had ordered the in­ 
formation 
on 
them 
by 
tele­ 
phone. 
The cards stayed at Shell in 
Em eryville, Calif., a little more 
than two weeks until, early in 
February, 
a 
routine 
check 
showed that the company had 
never ordered them. 
Back went the cards from 
Shell to ISD. That’s when the 
alarm sounded as iSD surmised 
it had been the victim of the 
newest form of industrial e s­ 
pionage—theft 
of 
information

After the computer answered 
with a regular beeping noise, 
the caller dialed a second num­ 
ber—called a site identification 
number. This tells the comput­ 
er who is calling.

The computer answered. 
The key thing that had been 
taken was a program — step- 
by-step process for a computer 
to solve a problem or accom ­ 
plish a task its human m asters 
have given it. 
This particular program en­ 
abled a computer to produce 
diagram s, charts or graphs on

fice via telephone lines.
